Continued Examination Under 37 CFR Id 14 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6-19-2003 has been entered. 



2. Claim objections are hereby withdrawn in lieu of the amendment filed 6-19-2003. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 5-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sletson et al. 
(5,455,554), hereafter Sletson. Sletson discloses a method of making a cylindrical metal-oxide 
varistor with improved energy absorption capability in column 3, lines 32-39; electrodes and end 
surfaces coated with metal in column 5, lines 6-11; envelope is supplied with enhanced 
resistivity 14; unsintered cylindrical body formed of metal-oxide in column 2, lines 5-10, and

figures 1 and 2; coating by spraying in column 3, lines 9-11; high-resistance material comprising 
Cr203 in column 5, line 23; sintering at 1 100-1300 degrees C for 2-10 hours in column 3, lines 
27-29; depth of 2-6 mm in column 4, lines 49-52.
